FROST DAMAGES 
GARDEN PRODUCE 


Friday Night Coldest For June in 


Seven Years and Second Coldest 


Since Year 1894 


Most of Fruit Far Enough Advanced 


To Escape Killing Effects of 


Frost, It Is Believed 


A heav y frost last night especially 
in the low lands, resu lted in consid­ 
erable damage to garden stu ff, es­ 
pecially 
tomato 
and 
cabbage 
plants. 
Most 
of the fru it 
is far 
enou gh adv anced to escape the kill­ 
ing effects of the frost. 
It was the 
coldest Ju ne night in sev en y ears 
and the second coldest ip fcwenty - 
v hree y ears. 
The 
minimu m temperatu re 
last 
night was 
thirty -six 
degrees. 
In 
Ju ne 19 10 a similar temperatu re was 
reached. Back in 189 4 , according to 
statictics av ailable at the weather 
station in Mau zy , the temperatu re 
fell to 
thirty -six abov e 
zero one 
night in Ju ne. 
Elwood Kirkwood, 
weather observ er, stated that the en­ 
tire month 
had been . ex ceedingly 
cold, probably the coldest in many 
y ears. 
The cold weather has been ex ceed- 
ingly -hard on the com and the frost 
last night did not do it any good. 
While the corn crop has been dam­ 
aged the farmers declare the wheat 
crop has been benefited by the cool 
weather. 
The wheat prospects are 
considered 
remarkably good. 
The 
cool 
weather 
has 
permitted 
wheat to grow slowly and not ripen 
too fast, thu s 
insu ring a 
better 
chance of a finer q u ality and a lar­ 
ger y ield than if the su n had beamed 
down ex ceedingly hot. 
Most farmers declare the com is 
in nepd of a good hot su n and a few 
warm nights. 
The wet weather has 
also hindered the 
com. 
In many 
places the corn cannot he seen for 
the weeds and if the farmers do not 
get a chance to plow the corn short­ 
ly the weeds will ru le su preme. 
The frost last night was general 
throu ghou t the cou nty . 
One farmer 
near Milroy declared that early this 
morning the frost was heav y enou gh 
to permit one to write his name in it.

wheat to grow slowly and not ripen 
too fast, thus 
insuring a 
hotter 


chance of a finer quality and a lar- 
ger yield than if the sun had-beamed 
down exceedingly hot. 


Most farmers declare the corn is 


in need of a good hot sun and a few 
warm nights.: The wet weather has 
also, hindered the corn. 
In many 


places the corn cannot be seen for 
the weeds and if'the farmers do not 
get a. chance to plow the corn short- 
ly the weeds .will rule supreme. 


The frost last, night was general 


throughout the county. One farmer 
near Milroy declared that early this 
morning the frost was heavy enough 
to permit one to write his name in it.
